For crying 
out loud

PORT COLBORNE — While most 
people think of a town crier as some¬ 
thing from the medieval period, the 
roots of the job stretch back farther in 
time, back to ancient Greece. 

A Greek soldier, Pheidippides, ran 
from Marathon to Athens to spread 
the word of a Greek victory over the 
Persians. The legend of his run also 
inspired marathons. 

Tami Daoust, education programer 
at Port Colborne Historical and Marine 
Museum, said the saying “Don’t shoot the 
messenger” originated with town criers. 

“Since there were no newspapers and 
most people were illiterate, the town 
crier would spread the message of the 
king. Sometimes they were spreading 
bad news, but they were under the pro¬ 
tection of the king. If anyone attacked 
them, it was like attacking the king."

PORT COLBORNE — 
Alexis Davis still can’t believe 
she has a fight in Strikeforce 
at the end of July. 

“We’ve been trying to 
get a fight in Strikeforce for 
the last year and a half, but 
things didn't work out. I 
couldn’t do a fight in Dallas 
because it was on too short of 
notice,” the 26-year-old Port 
Colborne woman said last 
Wednesday at Dayboll Jiu- 
Jitsu and Fitness Academy. 

"I’m really excited.” 

Davis and her trainer and 
coach Dave Dayboll said talks 
with and Strikeforce have been 
ongoing and Tuesday night, 
the sides came to a deal and 
signed a four-fight contract. 

Even with the signed con¬ 
tract, the fighter said she still 
can’t believe she will be fight¬ 
ing in Strikeforce.

Things have changed since 
then, but the need for a town 
crier hasn't. 

The museum is holding a 
town crier contest Sunday, 
July 31. 

“We’re looking for a new 
town crier ... we're not look¬ 
ing for a professional, but 
someone who likes public 
speaking,” said Daoust. 

The town crier spreads the 
message of the mayor and 
will be expected to attend 
local events. Those who enter 
the contest must be Port 
Colbome residents. 

Daoust said there will be 
a second competition that's 
open to everyone, including 


Canal Days visitors. 

“They won't be compet¬ 
ing for the official position ... 
we’ll have some prizes for the 
best crier.” 

Though it's not a require¬ 
ment, Daoust said people 
who enter the contest — 
at 2 p.m. on the King St. 
museum grounds— are 
encouraged to go all out 
and dress up in colourful, 
historic attire. 

"You should act like what 
you are wearing,” she said. 

Judging the event will be 
five or six professional town 
criers. They'll be listening to 
how clearly and how accu¬ 
rately the competitors ‘cry’ 
their message. 


All competitors will receive 
an information package that 
will contain general rules of 
the event and an example 
of how they will be scored. 
It will also show examples of 
what messages they will be 
expected to 'cry.' 

Daoust said competitors 
should follow those messages 
to the tee. 

Before the competition 
begins, the professional town 
criers will head down West 
St., giving out greetings and 
trying to attract Canal Days 
visitors to the museum to see 
the event.

“I’ll believe it when I see 
my name listed on the card," 
she said with a laugh. 

Reached in Florida, where 
Davis will join him later this 
month, Dayboll said he was 
excited for his fighter. 

“It’s a great deal, we’re 
really happy about it,” he 

Davis will be fighting 
Julie Kedzie, who has a 16-8 
record, in Chicago July 30, on 
the same card as headliners 
Fedor Emelianenko and Dan 


Henderson. 

Davis, who has a record of 
9-4, doesn’t know if her fight, 
which is part of the main 
card, will be televised. 

Either way, she’s still 
pumped to be fighting 
for Strikeforce, which is 
owned by Zuffa, LLC, the 
same company that owns 
the Ultimate Fighting 
Championship. 

‘Tve almost fought her 
twice before," she said of 
Kedzie. 

Davis had originally been 


scheduled to fight Shayna 
Baszler, to whom she lost a 
unanimous decision to last 
year, on the same day as the 
Strikeforce fight. 

The two were set to fight 
for 140-pound title at The 
Cage Inc. Battle at the Border 
10 in Hankinson, N.D. 

Davis fights at 135 pounds, 
but was going to step up 
to the next weight class for 
that fight. Davis, the current 
Raging Wolf mixed martial 
arts bantamweight cham¬ 
pion, will fight Kedzie at 135 


pounds. 

“This is a much better fight 
for Alexis at 135,” Dayboll 
said. 

Dayboll is currendy open¬ 
ing a club in Jensen Beach, 
Fla. and said Davis will 
train with him and Pablo 
Popovitch, one of the top 
grapplers in the world. 

“Pablo has won a number 
of Abu Dhabi grappling 
events," Dayboll said. 
“He’s very famous for no gi 
grappling. 

“There will be a lot of 


opportunities to train with 
top people down here for 

No gi means fighters grap¬ 
ple without the traditional gi 
worn by martial artists. 

Dayboll said Davis has 
worked out with other train¬ 
ers, but is very comfortable 
with him and that’s why he’s 
bringing her to Florida. 

“She works well for me and 
she has a more comfortable 
camp. She likes the routine,” 
he said. 

Davis, who has been fight¬ 


ing for five years, hopes 
to work on her standup 
a bit more and sharpen 
her ground game with 
Popovitch. 

“There are great wrestlers 
down there and I’ll have my 
fight camp there,” she said. 

David intends to fly down 
the end of the month, train 
for a week, come back to 
Canada to take care of the 
club in Port Colborne, which 
is her full-time job, and then 
fly back to Florida to train 
some more before the fight.

Perfect storm for 
poverty means food 
banks need help 

I t has been nearly three years since the start of a major 
recession that gripped the world economy. 

Massive job losses, foreclosures on homes and nations 
facing financial crises were the norm. 

Fortunately, recovery has begun, although some 
countries like Greece and Ireland continue to struggle. 
Canada’s economy, which fared better than others during 
the worst of the downturn, has improved. 

But the ripple effects of such a devastating blow are still 
being felt. And many hurdles remain for those struggling to 
get by. 

Bottom Une is, it’s getting more expensive to live. 

Food prices are on the rise. In 2009, food prices increased 
by 4.9% compared with the core inflation rate of 0.3%, says 
the Canadian Council on Social Development. 

The council reported the price of 13 basic dietary staples 
rose by more than 10% between December 2007 and 
December 2009. The cost of baby food increased by about 
20%. 

Filling up at the gas pumps is a lot more expensive, with 
fuel prices rising by about 20 cents a litre in recent months. 
And the cost of utilities has steadily increased. 

Couple that with more good-paying jobs being shipped 
to countries with cheaper labour costs and it's the perfect 
storm for increased poverty rates. 

A Statistics Canada survey released last week showed 
9.6% of Canadians lived in poverty in 2009. 

Sadly, in 2011, that number is likely much higher in 
Niagara. 

Food bank use across the country has reached its highest 
level on record. 

Food banks in Welland, Port Colborne and Pelham have 
benefited greatly from the public’s generosity over the past 
several years as they cope with the growing number of 
clients. 

So bad is the need, Hope Centre has just embraced a new 
donation option at Welland city pools. Anyone who uses 
facilities at Maple, Memorial and St. George parks can now 
drop of non-perishable goods. 

It is imperative that we all play a role in keeping the 
shelves stocked and families fed. 

Governments and agencies must take the lead in helping 
those in need. But this is a community problem that 
requires a community response.

We currently 
have 12 active incentive 
applications (8 for Main 
Street, 4 in the Downtown) 
and have committed over 
$40,000.00 in funding to 
local businesses. 

• We are working on the 
creation of an Industrial 
CIP which wifi offer tax 
incentives and additional 
development incentives 
to new and expanding 
industrial businesses.

The origin of St. Jean 
Baptiste Day, which has 
strong Roman Catholic links, 
is more than 2,000 years old, 
pre dating Christianity and 
is related to early European 
pagan summer solstice fes¬ 
tivities.

Hoping for Ontario partnership

WELLAND — Heritage and 
tourism are hot topics when 
it comes to mayors April Jeffs 
and Vance Badawey. 

The leaders of Wainfleet 
and Port Colbome focused on 
those respective issues when 
during the Mayors Quarterly 
Breakfast at the Best Western 
Rose City Suites in Welland 
last Thursday morning they 
updated the work done by 


their municipalities. 

When it comes to heritage, 
Jeffs and Wainfleet township 
council have been working 
with Niagara Region over the 
past few months to bring a 
federal heritage designation to 
the Feeder Canal. 

“This designation will allow 
funding and be a great start 
for Wainfleet to get underway 
with plans to use parts of the 
canal for recreational pur¬ 
poses,” Jeffs said. "I feel that 
the Feeder is an overlooked 


asset in Wainfleet.” 

Jeffs hopes strategies 
such as public input and the 
upcoming recreation master 
plan will help identify its uses. 
Noting the importance of the 
canal, Jeffs said three students 
from William E. Brown Public 
School recendy won the Young 
People’s Environmental Award 
from the region for their efforts 
in cleaning the canal's banks. 

Jeffs participated in the 
cleanup. She said the many 
volunteers that turned out for 
the venture “shows just how 
much our community values 
this landmark." 

The subject of tourism was 
a focus of Badawey’s presenta¬ 
tion to the chamber. Badawey 
said his city staff has been 
looking into creating a mem¬ 
bership-based tourism asso¬ 
ciation to serve Port Colbome 
and “Niagara's south coast 

The mayor said surveys are 
being distributed to tourism 
stakeholders to gauge interest 
levels in developing this orga¬ 
nization. On a multimedia 
side of things, Badawey said 
the city recendy created pro¬ 
motional tourism video which 
is viewable at www.portcol- 
borne.ca,the city’s Facebook 
page and on YouTube. 

“The video marks the 
launch of the city's new brand 
identity and advertising cam¬ 
paign: ’Niagara’s South Coast 
: Unchartered, Unexpected,’” 
Badawey said. “It creates a uni¬ 
fied tourist message and iden¬ 
tity for the area as it appeals to 
a wide variety of visitors.” 

Badawey said the video 
highlights the key experiences 
that define Port Colborne’s 
beauty and personality. He 
said it showcases the city’s 
“many events, culinary experi¬ 
ences, arts and cultural attrac¬ 
tions, nature and outdoor 
recreation experiences, and its

WELLAND — Small busi¬ 
nesses are an integral part of 
Welland’s fabric. 

Conservative candidate 
Domenic Ursini believes in 
and he wants to do some¬ 
thing about it. On Thursday, 
seven representatives from a 
variety of small business sec¬ 
tors participated in a round¬ 
table discussion hosted by 
Ursini. 

The purpose of the meet¬ 
ing was for Ursini to hear the 
challenges small businesses 
face while giving insight 
on what the provincial 
Conservatives can do to help 
them if elected this fall. 

“I wanted this to be quaint, 
formal engagement so 
people had their input and 
opinions,” he said. 

Tony Sylvestre works at 
Latis Research Consultants. 
Sylvestre said he would like 


to see more openness from 
the provincial government of 
accepting outside sources to 
help businesses. 

Sylvestre’s partner, Lisa 
North, said there needs to 
be partnerships worked out 
between businesses and 
the government in order to 
strengthen the economy. 

“We all have to look at 
ways of working together,” 
North said. 

Nick Dawson, small busi¬ 
ness adviser for Scotiabank 
in Welland, said in the past 
he's worked with govern¬ 
ment assistance to provide 
financial support to help 
businesses grow. Citing an 
example of a firm from Port 
Colbome, Dawson said gov¬ 
ernment funding helped the 
business grow exponentially 
through the purchase of 
equipment. 

"Types of government 
assistance providing growth 
and expansion to businesses 
is huge,” he said. “There has 
to be easier access to fund¬ 
ing though.” 

Dawson has seen many 
companies stretch their 
finances thin because there 
isn’t enough assistance avail¬ 
able. The result is the closing 
of businesses and no new 
high paying jobs coming in, 
he said. 

Jordan Crumb, a repre¬ 


sentative from F.E. Coyne 
Insurance Brokers, said 
many people who have lost 
their jobs are turning to self- 
employment and calling the 
company for self-employ¬ 
ment insurance. Crumb said 
he’s losing business accounts 
daily because there is no 
security in the employment 

Responding to the plight 
of small businesses, Ursini 
said often times there’s a 
struggle to pay bills, which 
is why partnerships between 
businesses and government 
are important. 

"You can’t have the gov¬ 
ernment dictate what should 
be done. You need collabo¬ 
ration,” Ursini said. 

"It's important to have 
businesses influence govern¬ 
ment decisions." 

Citing the Conservative 
government’s Changebook 
programs, Ursini said the 
party has a plan to provide 
relief from high taxation, 
rising energy costs while 
defeating regulatory burden. 

Ursini said he will be hold¬ 
ing more economic round¬ 
table discussions in the next 
few months to field the con¬ 
cerns from various business

PORT COLBORNE - 
Anglers took the bait and 
made their way to the 
Lakeside City in hopes 
of snagging a prize on the 
weekend when the Port 
Colborne and District 
Conservation Club held 
its 20th annual 444 
International Walleye 
Tournament. 

Ninety-five crews regis¬ 
tered for this year’s com¬ 
petition in which anglers 
worked to reel in the heavi¬ 
est of the Lake Erie walleye 
and come away with the 
$10,000 grand prize. 

Originally scheduled to 
play out over the course of 
the weekend, the tourna¬ 
ment faced harsh weather 
that did not allow teams to 
hit the water on Saturday. 
Conservation club presi¬ 
dent Paul Bird said while 
organizers did their best to 
stick to the schedule, waves 
were high and safety was 
a concern so the decision 
was made to modify the 
competition. 

Cash prizes were awarded 
to the top 10 teams by 
weight of their total catch 
and to the six heaviest 
catches overall. Team totals 
were based on the four best 
catches of the day, though 
some groups managed to 
reel in more than necessary. 


A top prize of $10,000 was 
awarded to Chris Yalowica, 
Randy Gibb, John Yalowica 
and Ryan Martinsen. Their 
team total was 33.54 pounds, 
which works out to payout 
of $298.15 per pound. 

The biggest catch of 
the day belonged to Tim 
Tunney’s team, which 
boated a 11.51-pound 
walleye. 

Mayor Vance Badawey 
also handed out the Mayor’s 
Award of $500 to the heavi¬ 
est catch caught using one 
of the numbered lures 
he selected before the 
competition. 

New this year was the 
Can-Am Trophy that 
sparked friendly competi¬ 
tion between the Canadian 
anglers and their coun¬ 
terparts from south of 
the border, When adding 
the scores of the top five 
Canadian and American 
teams the Canadians came 
out on top with 164.1 
pounds of fish. 

The international contest 
brought anglers from across 
Ontario as well as from 
the United States, inter¬ 
est among the local fishing 
community also was high.

CpI. Crooks returns to Port Colborne

PORT COLBORNE — Margaret 
Wagner just wants to see her grand¬ 
son, but she can’t. 

Wagner’s grandson, Cpl. Tyler 
Crook, died on his birthday, March 
20,2009, after a blast went off during 
a morning foot patrol in Kandahar 
province in Afghanistan. 

Wagner and her family take it day 
by day, but can never forget the pain 
that tragic day inflicted. 

David Sopha doesn’t want any 
other Canadian to forget, either. 

Last Wednesday Sopha’s trav¬ 
elling mural, Portraits of Honour, 
stopped at H.H. Knoll Lakeview 
Park in Port Colborne. It commem¬ 
orates all of the Canadian lives lost 
in Afghanistan. The mural is three 
metres tall and 12 metres long with 
156 faces of fallen soldiers, includ¬ 
ing that of Cpl. Crooks. 

"It’s time that Canadians started 
showing respect for our Canadian 
military,” Sopha said. 

Sopha’s nephew fought in 
Afghanistan and he worried about 
him frequently. When he had 
learned 100 soldiers had died there 
he decided to paint the mural to 
help people remember and cele¬ 
brate the country’s great loss. 

“It became an obsession,” he said. 
“When I saw those stamp-size pho¬ 
tographs in the paper I felt like a lot 
of people here, in tears.” 

Kin Canada has sponsored 
Sopha’s project and Kinsmen vol¬ 
unteers help him travel to destina¬ 


tions all over Canada to show as 
many people as possible the faces 
of those who fought to help others 
and to raise money for Kin Canada 
to support the soldiers that do make 
it home. Sopha said some soldiers 
come home with emotional and 
physical injuries they need to deal 
with. 

Mayor Vance Badawey of Port 
Colborne thought Sopha did an 
excellent job of artistically recreat¬ 
ing the eyes of fallen soldiers. 

“He has really given people the 
opportunity to know something 
most people don’t and surely when 
(they) walk away (they) take a piece 
of (the soldiers) with them and 
that’s what it’s all about," he said. 

Sopha started painting two days 
a week in his home and three days 
in his studio, but couldn’t stop 
thinking about the mural. He began 
painting seven days a week, 14 
hours a day and didn’t stop for more 
than two years. 

But he’s not finished. 

“I won’t be finished until every 
one of our troops are home from 
Afghanistan and, God willing, I 
won’t have to paint anymore,” he 

Badawey was thankful for the 
opportunity for the community to 
come together and show solidarity. 

“We are shoulder to shoulder 
here in Port Colborne,” he said. "We 
are one family here. We remember 
every year on Remembrance Day, 
but it’s not only up to the families 
to grieve. It’s up to us to remember
